Applicant has 
argued that the translations in the prior art do not occur during work on a tire to permit contact with tread, shoulder, sidewalls. The 
claims however are directed to an apparatus, not a method of recapping, and thus even if the reference is suggesting preliminary 
adjustment of the tire rather than adjustment during a rasping operation, the present claims are not considered to make any distinction in 
this regard. Note that the claims simply require that the translations "permit the recapping tools to contact any point on the surface of th 
tire shoulders, sidewalls and tread surface for recapping". This simply requires such movement capabilities, such again being 
considered to be present or in any event certainly obvious from the reference teachings. .
